One Killed OairigM, 'Motto Has Died, 


Two More Fatally ifijniefl, 


POHTLAND, ME . April 24 —One of 


the bloodiest and most appalling trage- 
dies in tho history of Portland, in re- 
cent years, occurred this afternoon, 
shortly before two o'clock, on 
the 


fourth floor of the building at the cor- 
ner of Exchange ana Milk streets, occu 
pied by the New England Telephone 
company. The principal in the terri- 
ble affair is George H. Brainard, fore- 
man electrician, who has been employed 
by the company for almost twenty 
years. For some unknown reason and 
without the slightest provocation, while 
he was standing talking with a party of 
other workmen, Bramard -suddenly 
whipped out a big revolver and com- 
menced firing at his companions. Oce 
of them was killed outright, another 
has since died from his wounds, and 
two others are probably latally injured. 
Not satisfied with this, Bramard tried 
to kill Deputy City Marshal Fritz, who 
put him under arrest. The dead are: 
I. H. Farnham of Boston, electrical 
engineer of the New England Tele- 
phone company, and Earl Bqxton_of_ 
"SpringSeTdT Mass. The two who, it is 
thought will die are Ellsworth Lane of 
Mechanic's Falls and James Washburn. 
It is presumed thnt Brainard must have 
suddenly become insane. This is the 
only construction that can be pat upon 
his murderous act. 


(Brainard has more than once been 


employed nere in Portsmouth as fore- 
man of a gang of linemen, for the New 
England Telephone company, and quite 
a number of people in this city are well 
acquainted with him. To all of them 
his terrible act will come as a great 
surprise, for he had never shown a 
troublesome disposition, nor was it 
known that he was irritable in his na- 
ture. His long service with the com- 
pany is evidence of his value as an 
employe.—ED )

stretcher or beneath the mattress of your 
bed overnight, all these are only aids 
and they cannot maintain that perfect 
form during the whole lifetime of the 
garment. 


It is more than possible that you have 


hever given a thought as to whether there 
wight be any fundamental cause for this 
evil. You will he surprised to learn that 
it is due to disease. 


Now, it is not meant of course that the 


trousers contract this ailment during the 
time they are worn. 
The trouble goes 


back further than that. It begins on the 
sheep's back—that is. if they are wool. 


These aud other interesting facts were 


learned from au expert who has made 
wool a life study and who buys and sells 
more of it than any other half dozen men 
in the business, since he is the chief buy- 
er for one of the biggest wool syndicates 
in the world. 


This gentleman knows by the feel and 


appearance of wool just bow and where 
it was grown, and by examining a fleece 
he will tell in what country it was grown, 
what the condition of the animal was, in 
health or sickness, during the growth of 
that fleece, and during which, month of 
the year the animal suffered from illness. 


If the fiber of the fleece is short or long, 


fine or coarse, weak or strong, so may the 
health of-the animal be judged. 
Any- 


thing that weakens the -vitality of the 
animal affeqia- the fiber of the wool. 


The animal may have been, -well'm the 


autumn and early winter. In midwinter 
it may lose flesh for some reason and then 
fatten toward spring. In such a case the 
wool' shows marked structural weakness. 
The fiber will be weak about the center. 


Again, if the sheep is ill from any 


cause, in the autumn the weak place in 
the fiber will be near the tip. If the ill- 
ness was during the spring, the weakness 
will be nearer the roots. 


When such wool is woven into cloth, 


you can understand how slight strains 
would break the fiber and cause the cloth 
to stretch. Thus, you see, the illness of 
the sheep affects more than the animal.— 
Chicago Chronicle.

CATARRHAL TROUBLE.

ant Affliction. 


Catarrh is an inflammation of any ol 


the mucous membranes of the body. It 
is marked by the usual signs of inflamma- 
tion and, as the word implies, being de- 
rived from a Greek word meaning to flow 
down, by a move or less profuse dis- 
charge. 


Cutarrh may be acute or chronic, and 


the latter, as will be explained later, may 
be cither atrophSc or bypertrophic. 


Acute catarrh unfortunately needs no 


description, for it is only too familiar to 
us all as a cold iu the head. In this case 
it is the mucous membrane of the uostrils 
which is inflamed. 
The most obvious 


symptoms are swelling of the membrane, 
which may be so great as to dose the 
nostrils completely, aud a profuse dis- 
charge. 


When 
acute 
catarrh 
attacks 
the 


pharynx or larynx, we have a sore throat, 
and if the inflammation extends still far- 
ther we have bronchitis. In the latter 
case the most evident sign is a cough, due 
either to the presence of a mucous dis- 
charge or to irritation caused by the air 
passing through the inflamed bronchial 
tubes. 


ID young children the inflammation in 


the larynx causes much swelling, and 
this gives rise to the difficult breathing 
and hoarse voice which characterize one 
form of croup. 


If catarrh attacks the stomach, 
it 


causes severe indigestion, and when the 
intestinal mucous membrane is affected 
Ihe most prominent symptom is diarrhea. 
Conjunctivitis and acute inflammation of 
the ear are the expressions of catarrh of 
the eye and of the drum of the ear. 


In chronic catarrh the process is less 


active; there is usually little or no pain, 
but the discharge is profuse and thick. 


Iu hypcrtrophic catarrh the mncons 


membrane becomes permanently thick- 
ened, but in atrophic catarrh it is thinned. 
Atrophic catarrh is not really an inflam- 
mation, but rather the result of a pre- 
vious inflammation which has destroyed 
the mucous membrane, leaving in its 
place merely a thin skin, covering the 
surface, but answering none of the pur- 
po«es of a mucous membrane. 


A catarrh may be caused by anything 


that acts as an irritant to the mucous 
membrane—dust, sulphurous, ammoniac- 
al or other strong fumes, undue dryness 
of the atmosphere, and so forth, in the 
case of the air passages or eyes; indigesti- 
ble food, alcohol, and so forth, in the case

Maine doctors send patients suffering 


from tuberculosis into the northern pine 
woods. There the patient must live far 
from his kind, enduring a loneliness that 
is often as bad as death. People whose 
lungs are seriously affected and who 
know the conditions upon which their 
lives may be prolonged often hesitate to 
accept the :idvice of their physicians and 
go thus into exile. 


Every man who seeks the prolongation 


of his life in the woods must pay a heavy 
price. If he could go to au up river hotel 
and come into contact with persons who 
travel to and from, the cities, or if he 
could buihl a sanitarium, and make his 
emirounaent to suit himself, it would bo 
different, but the physicians have learned 
that isolation is one of the most potent 
of the curative agents that c:ui be etn- 
plojed. Sufficient licht work to keep up 
xh<- ^tjip'n.re aiid to occupy the- pjtienr's 
ii'ind, --o that he shall have no time for i saj,j jlo 
brooding over his ills, is another part of 
the cure. Isolation, occupation and warm, 
dry quarters on high land among the pine 
woods complete the treatment which the 
patient must take, which in time will 
probably restore him to health. 


There are from 25 to oO consumptive 


patients in, the Maine woods at all sea- 
sons of the year. They reside in the 
forest, your in and year out, until their 
lungs begin to heal. After this, if there is 
uo unfavorable symptom for six months 
longer, the exile is permitted to visit his 
friends for a. few days, not oftencr than 
twice a year. 


After four years of such solitary con- 


finement lie is permitted to take board iu 
a sporting camp where not more than 
four persons can bo accommodated at ono 
time, and to live there until bis cure is 
completed or he is able to do a full day's 
work without fatigue. At the end of 
about fivo years the patient, if hale and 
able to work among men, gets a certifi- 
cate which sets him nt liberty. 


Among the more than 400 Maine peo- 


ple who are taken with consumption ev- 
ery year not one in ten will agree to un- 
dergo the ordeal which is the price of re- 
covery, and of those who do go to the 
woods not one in five will stay long 
enough to take the full treatment. Tho 
-Hwijority prefer au onrly death to the pro- 
longed absence from those who make life 
worth living. Yet the records show that 
nine out of every ten men who have been 
steadfast enough to see the treatment 
through to the end have come out cured, 
while of those who have died in tho 
wooTis only two out of nearly a huudred 
have died from consumption.—New York 
Sun.

They generally keep the stuff 
in rubber tobacco pouches to protect it 
from perspiration, and when they feel 
like taking a dose they dig in with one 
ot those ppatulated knives that they all 
carry and swallow as much as they see 
fit.. As they go entirely by guess, it is 
bind to say how much will be taken ia 
the course of a day, but I have weighed 
tlie amount that can be lifted on tlu- 
ordinary knife blade and found it to 
range between 25 and 50 grains. You 
see, quinine is as compressible as cotton, 
and two wads of it that look about the 
same size will vary a hundred per cent in 
weight, 


"One would suppose, as a matter of 


course, thut such enormous quantities of 
the drug would produce nn intolerable 
ringing in the head; but, strange to say, 
they do nothing of the kind. The aver- 
age white mnu down there who keeps un- 
der the influence all the time experiences 
nothing except a slight feeling of ex- 
hilaration—at least so I was assured by 
dozens of habitues. 'Whether the use of 
the stuff is of any real benefit is some- 
thing I am skeptical about. I never took 
a grain of it myself, and I was the only 
man on our plantation who didn't hav« a 
touch of fever."—New Orleans Times 
Democrat.

There have been many instances ia 


which fiplits have been lost or won ac- 
cording ID tho number nnd condition of 
tho horses engaged. When the siege o£ 
Plevna commenced, the llussinns were 
bringing all their stores and food from 
Sislova by the aid of 00,000 draft hoises, 
and at tbu end of the siege it was found 
tl'ut no less than 22,000 of them had 
died from hard work and exhaustion. 
The want of rest and food tells on 'u 
horse fur more than on a man, for in 
the ease of the latter there are stimulat- 
ing influences of patriotism, tho glory of 
victory and other feelings which are not 
existent in the nature of a horse. Quite 
half the horses in England sent to the 
Crimea never returned, most of them 
having died from hard work and starva- 
tion. Indeed, only about 500 were killed 
in action. 


So reduced nnd starved have the poor 


boasts become on occasions of this kind 
that they have been known to eat one an- 
other's tails ahd to gnaw the -wheels of 
the gun carriages. 
Napoleon took with 


him across the Niernan 60,000 cavalry 
horses, and ou his return in sis months 
In: could only muster 10,000. More than 
half the horses which were engaged in 
our Kgyptinn war of 1882 were disabled. 
Six huudred of these were killed and 
only throe-fifths slain in action. In the 
Afghan war or 1S38 it is said that 3,000 
camels aud half the horses engaged were 
lost iu three months. 


It will thus bo seen that nctual fighting 


does not claim so many horses as starva- 
tion or overwork. 
Defective shoeing, 


backs, want of food and rest nud 


other similar causes go far toward ren- 
dering horses useless for practical war- 
fare. 
Ouo more and important cause 


needs careful attention, and it is tho 
danger of injury horses run when being 
shipped across tho sen. They are in con- 
stuut motion. 
They continually 
fall, 


nmny of them to he trampled to death, 
nnd the rest become frightened, kick aud 
butter one another about and are render- 
ed useless. 
As an instance of this, it 


was found that ono regiment on tho way 
to tho Peninsular wot was deprived of 
just half of its horses on. the voyage.— 
London Golden Penny.

fill? the helpless inhabitants.

;nmd the streets, and they will fall 
Into their mines with their homes. 


Already many buildings have been 


destroyed. The Greek Catholic church, 
one of the largest buildings of the vil- 
lage, is ruined. 


Fire has broken out, and the Hub- 


jak building has been burned. It is 
feared that the continued settling of 
the ground will spread the flames. 


The mines -which underlie the village 


are owned hy the Hillside Coal and 
Iron company, and two entire veins 
have caved. 


The settling began, according to 


news whicli reaches this city, at an 
early hour yesterday morning when 
the inhabitants were asleep. , Houses 
rocked and trembled, and the people 
fled for their lives. 


The cave in caused the roadbed of 


the Delaware and Hudson railroad to 
sink, and the rails are twisted out of 
shape. 
In the Russian school there 


was a panic. The interior walls of the 
schoolrooms rocked, and the plaster 
fell from the walls. 


Xo fatalities have been reported. The 


town is a Russian mining settlement. 


The citizens declare that pillars in 


the mines have been "robbed" of their 
deposits In violation of the state law. 


All fires in the town have been put 


out as far as possible, and the people 
are living in the streets. 


Water mains have burst, and the wa- 


ter supply has been cut off. 


Indians Slay Missionaries. 


New York. April 24—The Times says 


that news lias just readied here of Hie 
complete destruction in Maragnoae, 
Brazil, of the Roman Catholic mission, 
established there a few years ago by 
the Capuchin order by a baud of 
hostile Indians. The mission, which 
was organized in 1S90. was situated in 
a desolate district, but the missionaries 
had been successful in their efforts to 
evangelize the natu es and had already 
founded two orphan asylums. 
It is 


known that four of the Capuchin fa- 
thers, ail Italians, fioiu the province of 
Milan; seven Capuchin sisters and 
more than 100 of their little charges 
were massacred.'

Enter Combine. 


New York. April J4 - Plans are prac- 


tit-rll\ perfected for the pooling of the 
bu-iaess ol four great American ship- 
yards. Those most directly concerned 
in the deal expected that an agreement 
would be signed yesterday. There has 
been a delay, which, however, is of lit- 
tle consequence, as the principals are 
all in full accord. 


In the deal are the 'Union Iron 


works, San Francisco; the Bath Iron 
works, Bath, Me.; the Newport News 
Shipbuilding and Drydock company, 
Newport News, Va., and the Crescent 
shipyards, Elizabethport, N. J. Un- 
founded rumors were afloat yesterday 
to the effect tlyst not fewer than a doz- 
en shipyards are to be brought into the 
combination, with the object of stifling 
competition. This, however, those In- 
terested In the amalgamation assert, la 
absolutely without foundation. Cohipe- 
tition will be courted rather than evad- 
ed, and the men who have the enter- 
prise In charge will refuse, antl indeed 
have refused, to widen Its scope. 


This combination will bring together 


Lewis Nixon of the Crescent ship- 
yards, Edward W. Hyde-, president of 
the Bath Iron works; Calvin B. Orcutt, 
president of the Newport News Ship 
building ond Drydoek company, and 
Irving M. Scott, president of .the Union 
Iron works. The llnntlngton estate 
will be Inrgely Interoated In the deal. 


Limited to the four shipyards men- 


tioned, the combination probably will 
form a working agreement with the 
Trninpa of Philadelphia, which will 
add greatly to Its strength and enable 
It to carry out the purpose* for which 
It U In-inir brought into existence. 


GEHERaLWOOD ARRIVES 


Comes to Present Commission- 


ers to President. 


OOHDITIOIS ALL SIGHT IH CUBA. 


TJ»«- l»]aMd Traauull and 


the Oo\«-riior tirntrral Heportte—To* 
I'^oplr Apureeiatr the Cha»a~e **f 
Lam Tvto Vear». 


XP\V York. April 24.—Major General 


Leonard Wood, governor general ot 
Cuba, and Mrs. Wood were passengers 
on tue Ward line steamer Morro Cas- 
tle, whicn arrived last evening from 
Havana. General Wood will go direct 
to Washington. His mission iu Wash- 
ington is said TO be in connection with 
the committee from the Cuban consti- 
tutional convention. General Wood will 
present the committee to President Mc- 
Sllnley before the president starts on 
his western tour. 


According to General Wood the most 


harmonious conditions exist in Cuba, 
and between the Cuban convention and 
himself there has not been the slight- 
est semblance of friction. 


He is here at the request of the pres- 


ident and to re-port on some official 
matters to Secretary Root. He will re- 
;urn ou Thursday by the way of Jack- 
sonville. In time for the municipal elec- 
tions in Cuba. He wishgs to be present 
should any vexatious "question come 
up. 


"It is not right," said General Wood 


yesterday, ''to judge Cuban affairs by 
what is soen in Havana or what is 
heard in her public places. The city, 
cosmopolitan in its character, contains, 
besides those who are satisfied with 
the progress made'by the Americans, 
disgruntled persons who have failed to 
receive valuable, cessions or contracts, 
as well as ilfose who have ninbitionsi 
political or otherwise, -mid who are dis- 
appointed. Those peopfe feel, ^perhaps,' 
that they have occasion to complain. 


"It is but recently that' Lieutenant 


Littlebrandt of the §tn-euth United 
States" cavalry returned from a ride of 
600 miles about the island. I asked 
him how he was received, and he stat- 
ed that sentiment favoring friendly re- 
lations to the United States existed ev- 
erywhere he had been. 


"The visit of the commission on spe- 


cial relations to this country is to learu 
the exact meaning of the clauses relat- 
ing: to intervention aud the establish- 
ment of coaling stations. The most 
pleasant feeling exists between the 
members of the convention and myself, 
and there has been no one who has vis- 
ited the palace and gone away dissatis- 
fied. 


'•As regards the so called Platt 


amendment, the discussion of whicn 
under that name irritates both skies. 
the executive had before submitted to 
the convention all of the statements 
contained in it. aud it was not a new 
thing when submitted again in that 
form. There has ne\er been a vote 
taken by thf convention on the accept- 
ance or rejection of the amendment. 


Queatton of Sug-ur Duty. 


"The island at the present time is in 


a prospering condition, but the"re is a 
great question 1o be decided from an 
economic standpoint, and that 5s the 
repeal or great reduction of the duty 
that this touutry imposes ou Cubaa 
sugar. With sugar free. Cuba v, oald, 
under her present adtanced condition, 
enter ou a career of unprecedented 
prosperity. 


"The first question is the adoption by 


the Cuban convention of a constitution 
with the provisions that the United 
States request embodied within it. 
then the settlement of the economic 
problem. The affairs of Cuba are in 
such a condition that they could be 
turned over to the Cubans In 48 Hours' 
notice. Every position not held by a 
Cuban has one just belo~\v it held by n 
Cuban who thoroughly understands his 
American superior's duties. 


''The tranquil condition of Cuba can 


best become understood by my saying 
j 


that at my home uiy family is only 
protected by a single Cuban guard, 
and one could journey all over the is- 
land without molestation as well as in 
the United States. Highway robberies 
are not unknown in Arizona or New 
Jlexico. and perhaps on a tour through 
20 towns of Cuba they may occur, but 
they are a raruy. 


"In the Piiiar del Rio and Puerto 


Principe provinces we hnve no troops 
stationed and but 4,200 throughout the 
entire island. 


"The people appreciate the change of 


the last ten years. Two years ago last 
January we were issuing 200.000 ra- 
tions, today not any, except in the hos- 
pitals. There tiro 1SO.OOO children on- 
rolled for the public schools, when at 
that time there were but few. Of 
these children 132,000 attend school, of 
which, there are 3,300. and we have 
3,800 teachers. 


"The streets of Havana and other 


cities are clean, and there has been no 
case of yellow fever in the former city 
since March 5. 


"The commission which is to meet 


at Washington represents Die various 
groups in the Cuban eomentlou, and I 
am certain that the result of their visit 
will be for the best welfare of Cuba."

Viceroys Lin Kun Yih and Chang Chin 
Tnug are appointed associate members 
of the board. 


This is the first time that provincial 


viceroys have ever been appointed to 
federal office. 
Their appointment is 


made in recognition of their present 
important position. 


The edict commands the new council 


to recommend whatever changes are 
needed. The emperor will then report 
the suggestions to the empress dowager 
for her decision. After the return of 
the court fo Peking tne suggestions 
adopted will be put in force. This i* 
the first time that any edict has re- 
ferred to the return of the court. 
' The edict further commands the vice- 
roys and governors immediately to 
send reform memorials to the court, 
although the two- mofitlis that were al- 
lotted for this purpose have expired. 
It directs the new board only to use 
secretaries who are intelligent men and 
who are familiar with present condi- 
tions.

some. Mr, Drew said that Tohan cur- 
ried a blue and white cotton handker 
chief while he was in jiil before he went 
to Exeter, but that he did not see it 
iflorwiirds.
